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Wally Orr, president of the FTP-NEA (Florida Teaching 
Profession-National Education Association) was within his 
rights to announce the teacher union's opposition last week to 
Florida Education Commissioner Ralph Turlington's state- 
ment that children with special handicaps may be awarded 
special education diplomas. 

But whether Orr's opposition is correct is another queston. 

There's no question a handicapped student should take 
pride in his or her achievement by completing a course of 
study despite a handicap but there is considerable question 
that student's diploma should be the same if it doesn't 
represent the same standards of excellence achieved by 
another student éxcelling in the traditional academic 
curriculum. ч 

At one time, Florida high school students could graduate 
with one of three kinds of diplomas, earning sheepskins for 
college preparatory curricula, business education or general 
diplomas, That was before the trend toward homogenization 
set-in and the powers that were decreed there would only be 
one kind of diploma...which made it virtually meaningless. 

There are now four ways a graduate can go, including an 
honors diploma, a general education diploma, a special 
education diploma or a certificate of attendence. 

And it isn't hard to envision which way a prospective 
employer would go if he were faced with a person with a 
special education diploma and one with a certificate of 
attendance. 

It isn't hard to figure out either why there is a move afoot to 
modify the functional literacy test as it applies to exceptional 
education students. It’s the same reason there has been a 
groundswell of resentment against the Adult Performance 
Level test instituted last year in Palm Beach County. 

It's the same philosophy that led to the homogenization of 
education in the first place: ‘‘Let’s not label a student as not 
being capable or willing to reach the standards set for a given 
goal. That would be a traumatic experience and it isn't good 
for the psyche.” 

So we shove everyone through 12 years of school, and, 
ready or not, out through a graduation line...and then wonder

eral Hospital were present at the 
Lions Club meeting Wednesday, 
Nov. 9 at the Civic Center, to 
speak about the blood bank at the 
hospital and to urge people to do- 
nate the badly needed blood. 

Ms. Kennan and Ms. Seawalt 
showed a short film on the simple 
operation of donating blood and 
then Ms. Kenan spoke to the mem- 
bers about it. 

Only 3 percent of the people in 
the United States donate blood and 
the requirements to be a donor 
have nothing to do with it. 

Donors must be in good health 
and between the ages of 17 and 66, 
after age 66 a written consent of a 
physician within two weeks prior 

‘to donation is required. 

The only causes for permanent 
rejection are heart disease, hepa- 
titis, epileptic convulsions, bleed- 
ing abnormalities, existing cancer 
and.kidney disease. 

On Mondays from 1 to 9 p.m. at 
Glades General Hospital Ms. Ken 
nan is there to draw blood from 
any donors and the entire opera- 
tion takes from 45 minutes to one 
hour.
